BOSTON VIEWS OF 'US-SETTLED QUESTIOBS " 


r^rom the Boston Journal ] 


It is Ihe misfortune of the Herald that it 


Is so constituted that Us I itest irnpressiocs 
on important topics so completely engross 
Its attention, so fill it up, that previous oc- 
currences ,md tbe facts of history arc 
crowded out and obliterated. To day it 
sees Southern Democrats leading the on- 
sets upon the Treasury for Mississippi 
River improvement appropriations, for 
money to mainlam Hoards of Health which 
should be eustimed by the States—indeed, 
attaching an appropriation coupon to every 
part of the Hag—and consequently jumps 
at tho conclusion tbat they have renounced 
the dogmas of Calhoun 
It forgets that 


these same men have always beeu ea^er 
seekers of appropriations, and asks the 
Journal half contemptuously if it thinks 
there is any life in "the old heresy of State 
rights'" Perhaps tbe best thing that we 
can do is to permit the Herald to answer 
its own question 
The Ilerald will admit 


that the Demcratic hostility to Federal 
election laws has always been based upon 
the "old heresy of btate rights." When 
the Democratic party in Congress nullified 
those laws by refusing to appropriate 
money to enforce them, they defended 
then action upon the ground that the Fed- 
eral Government has no right to interfere 
with the election of Congresmen. ISsett 
alter tbe Supreme Court declared the elec- 
tion laws to be constitutional, the same 
hostility was maintained. While this was 
going on the Herald chaiactenzed the 
Democratic action as nullification. 
When 


the appropriation of money to pay Sapcr- 
V130U was under consideration in the pres- 
ent Congicss, several statesmen of the 
Beck type declared tbat they would never 
vote money to enforce tbe Federal elec- 
tion laws, which is very good evidence that 
"there is life m the old heresy of State 
rights " There has been no general elec- 
tion since Hovember, 1880. March 1,1881, 
in referring to Senator Wallace's report on 
the matter of Commissioner Davenport in 
New York, the JleraU said 


"Senator Wallace has undertaken a job 


altogether beyond his capacity, In attempt- 
ing to make the country believe that tbe 
interest of himself and his brother Demo- 
crats in securing the -epeal or emascula- 
tion of the Federal election laws is wholly 
due to a superior devotion to a 'free and 
fair ballot' 
1C won't go down. It is all 


very well to talk of the ability of the States 
to protect their own citizens against force 
or iraud, but, as a matter of tact, it has 
been demonstrated that many oj the States 
can't or won't. At the South there is not 
even the form of impartial supervision or 
protection, except as the national law se- 
cures it." 


A few days later, in commenting upon 


and approving President Garfleld's allu- 
sion to the question of suflrage in the 
South in his mauguial, the Herald said. 


"There can be no doubt that, were the 


Democratic party to secure control of the 
Government, all laws providing for federal 
supervision would be at once wiped out 
The question is likely, therefore, to remain 
one of tbe latent issues in our politics 
Men who are more concerned for honest 
elections and for good government than 
for partisan success obtained (at any cost,' 
will naturally support the position taken 
by the President. The United Slates can- 
not be, in any practical sense, a nation 
unless it has the power ta protect citizens 
whose highest allegiance i| claims, and to 
guarantee to each btate such a Republican 
form of government as is based upon the 
will of the majority, fairly and freely ex 
pressed and lawfully executed." 


We submit that the Herald has answered 


,its own question and tbat upon its own 
declarations there is sufficient life in "the 
old heresy of State rights" |o make ques- 
tions based upon and nourished by that 
heresy one of the latent issues m our poli- 
tics—one of those "unsettled questions" 
which "have no pity for the repose of 
nations." 


In tbe same paragraph the Herald face- 


tiously lemarks tbat the Journal discov- 
ered, or thought it did, a new rebellion at 
the South in 1880. 
What we discovered 


was a conspiracy on the part ol the Demo- 
cratic managers* to stifle the will of the 
majority in South Carolina, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi—five 
Republican btates. 
The conspiracy was 


successful, in spite of the federal election 
laws 
This may Dot be rebellion in the 


estimation of tbe Herald which was Issued 
last week, but in the opinion of the Herald 
which was Issued during the summer of 
1879, the date of the Yazoo outrage in 
Mississippi, the conduct of the Democratic 
managers was stigmatized as worse than 
rebellion, as the following Herald opinion 
of that date shows: 


"We do not hesitate to say that the 


course of the Mississippi Democrats, if 
persisted in, merits ihe extreme penalty appli- 
cable to a State which fails to maintain a 
Republican farm of government, and juslijies 
the employment of a federal army, tf neces- 
sary, to enforce obedience to tht Constitu- 
tion." 


Nothing but the nullification of the Con- 


stitution and the laws would justify such 
language, and In the States referred to 
there Is reason to believe that the same 
frauds and outrages against suffrage will 
be perpetrated In 1882 as were perpetrated 
ID 1876. 1878 and 1880.

South Carolina have alread^ passedj laws 
designed to nullify the federal election 
laws. A Greenback leader has already 
been assassinated In South Carolina! with 
less provocation than was the Independent 
candidate for Sheriff in Yazoo ln_1879, and 
the murderer la now at large upon a small 
ball. Doubtless when tbe attention of the 
versatile .Herald Is called to this matter, a 
paragraph like that copied atfove will be 
Sung at South Carolina.

IHE INSPECTKJJfo? STEAM VESSELS 


INSPECTOR TOWER'S RESIGNATION CALLED 


FOE. 


A Washington despatch to the Boston 


Herald under date of the 17th, says, "Sec- 
retary Folger has informed George BjJi 
Tower, formerly of Boston and now super- 
vising inspector of steam vessels at Sew 
York, that his resignation will be accepted 
on presentation, assigning, as cause for 
the suggestion, wilful and repeated acts ol 
insubordination. This is the outcome of a 
long straggle between Supervising In- 
spector-General ot Steam Vessels Dumont 
and some members of tbe board ot super- 
vising inspectors,,chief ol whom was Tow- 
er. Uen. Domont has always Insisted that 
tbe lav governing tbe Inspection of steam 
vessels should be strictly construed and 
rigidly administered la tbe Interests of 
passengers and freight owners. The re- 
bellious supervising Inspectors refuse to 
accept bis construction of tbe law, and re- 
fust to execute It as directed by bun. Last 
summer, it will be remembered, Tower 
and some others refused to make tbe treas- 
ury department a dally report of tbe trans- 
actions of trrelr offices, IB flat violation of 
tbe direct order of tbe secretary of tbe 
treasury. It was owing to this disobedi- 
ence, which was prompted by dislike of 
Dumont, that Towerfr'-socoessor was nomi- 
nated by President Garfield at tbe extra 
session ol tbe Senate last summer. Tbe 
nomination was not confirmed because tbe 
Senate adjourned "before action could be 
taken, t Tower 8«en»s,l!0: Ijave eonstrqed 
this, and tha unbeequent patience andfor- 


bearance of the'secJetary of the treasury 
and supervising'lnspector of steam vessels, 
as a qnasl indorsement of his course. At 
a.ny rate, he proceeded from bad to worse 
He did everything that he could at every 
possible point to thwart the wishes of bis 
superiors. He capped the climax by ex 
emptmg steamboats from the requ rements 
of the inspection laws respecting life boats 
A number of Hudson river steamboats are 
to night, as a result of his exemptions, 
lamentably deficient in the means of pre- 
serving life. It was for disregarding tbe 
law and the instructions of his superiors In 
this respect that he was finally asked for 
his resignation. Secretary Folger said to- 
day that he thought his letter would bring 
lower to his senses or his resignation to 
the department '
